der he reached Waverly Ha»l just be- 
fore dark In a carriage, and that ttie 
prisoner was seabed in the rear Beat. 
He sat on the left of Ryd»» <rixl Boe- 
well on the seat in front. Just after 
dark Bo»weH, who was looking out of 
«he carriage window, exclaimed, "-Look 
out, there is a man on a horse." 


"There they come," be shouted, and 


in an Instant the two deputies were 
on the ground and found themselves 
covered by pistols. The mob ordered 
tbem to throw up their bands and de- 
liver eh«tr pistols. 


Ryder made but little resistance- to 


the mob and while they were dragging 
him from the carriage did not utter a 
ward. 


The prisoner was placed in another 


carriage and driven back to 
Talbot 


county and hung to a tree near tut 
bouse of J. C. Willis.

back must be covered in the same 
manner and a narrow piece of card- 
board cut, say 11-2 inches broad, 
and also covered. This piece must 
be bent back a little, about two 
inches from the top, and fixed an 
the back with two paper fasteners 
to form the stand. The front and 
back are then ready to glue together. 
In doing so be careful to glue them 
at the side and top only, as the lower 
and narrower part at the bettors 
must be left open to slip the photo- 
graph in. 


Now we come to the flowers. 


Those made in three shades of helio- 
trope crinkled paper have the effect 
of violets, those in blue of cornflow- 
ers, and other tints can i>e made to 
suggest various blooms. Cut out a 
great many small rounds of paper, 
about 11-2 inches in diameter, and 
snip them all around. Then, after 
smoothing them cut, take hold of 
each one in the middle, and with a 
dexterous twirl of the thumb and 
first finger the flower is made. Be 
careful not to crush the paper, or 
the flowers will look tossed. To 
make the stalks, which are wonder- 
fully natural looking, cut several 
rather narrow strips of dark green 
paper the wrong way of the crinkle, 
as they twist better, about 6 or 8 
inches long, cut the top part a little 
wider, snip it three times to make 
three points, and it will form the 
calyx. Take hold of it with the left 
hand first finger and thumb and be- 
gin to twist it from the other end 
with the right hand first finger and 
thumb until it is within half an 
inch from the top or snipped part 
Then put the merest spot of glue on 
the stem of each flower and twist it 
into each calyx.

INCH OF KNOWLEDGE.

At the graduation exercise* ci! th,- 


Boston normal school of household aits 
ind gymnastics, held recently, the open- 
ing address by Professor W. T. Set];;- 
wick of the Institute of Technology was 
on ths subject of "Specialization stud 
its Limits." 


He said that we as a people are be- 


ginning to perceive that the ideas of 
those who founded our country are best 
exemplified in the minor domestic prob- 
lems. The conduct of life necessitates 
Food, drink and clothing, and here no 
one need suffer for lack of these. Yet 
there are thousands of people who have 
plenty to eat and wear and who are not 
bappy. So sociology is a necessary study. 


The structure of the family should be 


better studied. We need to have sound 
ideas of marriage and divorce, labor 
and capital, the child and its parents, 
man and woman. There most be some 
fundamental principle on which to work 
to solve these problems. There are nat- 
ural histories of disease, society and 
commerce, and none of these subjects 
is exempt from the law of nature, 
though some men act aa if they were 
exempt from all laws. 


Without specialization there can be 


no civilization. The very word "civili- 
zation" means to citify, and for cities 
there is no agriculture, and for their 
denizens food must be brought in, and 
then arises the middleman or specialist 


The speaker touched upon the special- 


ization of the units or system of units 
in the human body and said specializa- 
tion was absolutely necessary to any 
body politic. Specialization means su- 
periority in one direction «.nd power to 
the individual. 


The extent to which specialization is 


carried is marvelous, for wherever there 
is work of a high order there it is 
found. Recently there have arisen ob- 
jections to specialization. These are 
along two lines—first, because it pro- 
duces mental narrowness, and, second, 
on account of the economic slavery in- 
volved. 


The speaker said these were serious 


questions, and to answer them one 
might fall back on biology. We have 
many members in the human body, and 
each has its specialty. Yet each has 
connection with the others. 
Organs 


which lose their relation to others be- 
come 
monstrosities. 
Specialization 


makes the organ capable of service to 
the whole organism, and the limit is 
co-operation. 


The speaker declared individualism 


had its limit in service to others and 
said to the graduates that, though spe- 
cialists, they must be subservient to o 
higher law. The golden mean is bard 
to reach and rarely found. The bounds 
are set by the higher law of service. 
The noblest specialty is the training ol 
a new supply of life for the body politic, 
and teaching children is the substitute 
for family life. 


Professor Sedgwick spoksof the busi- 


ness which brings women into competi- 
tion with men, and eaicl women should 
consider their natural aptitude more 
than men. Some of ths problems of life 
that become more difficult and grave 
need not be so if we keep close to naturt 
and are guided by the haud that docth 
all things well.

Canadian and Italian asbestos wilt 


Bnd a serions competitor in the bine as- 
bestos recently discovered in the Cape 
Colony, since the South African product 
is less than half as heavy and furnishes 
fibers considerably finer and longer than 
any other. The South African fiber has 
been worked into webs, which are bnt 
little inferior to those made of vegetable 
fiber and are absolutely fireproof. Twine, 
cord and rope made of this bine asbestos 
rill not only resist fire, bnt also most 
tf the known chemicals, corrosive vapors 
and atmospheric influences. These qual- 
ities will open a new field for the em- 
ployment of aebestus fabrics in chemical 
laboratories and 
for the calking of 


chemical apparatus. 


Iu order to test tho. resistance of tbs 


Dow material a blue usbesttei rope of 
about three-fourths of an inch in diam- 
eter was weighted at one end with 220 
pouccig and exposed to a constant flame 
from a largo gas jet, so that tho rope for 
a' considerable length \vnft surrounded 
by fire. Tbe cord only broke after 22 
hours. Stiil it vcas a trifle lighter than 
a rope of tho same diameter made of 
Bug«au berjjji. Compared with :i new 
hemp rnpe, the asbcstus ropo lias two- 
thirds of its stifngMi, but us tlif> ropes 
get older the proportion is altered in 
favor of asbestos ropes, sinco they sofftr 
but very little from tho influences of 
tbe atmosphere. 


Another novel application of this ma- 


terial in tho working of blue a»bestns 
fiber into mattresses for hospitals. They 
sie cooler iu summer atid warmer ia 
winter than those made either of ani- 
mal hair or vegetable fibor, nnd no v«r- 
Hiin can live in this mat.rcgs. Experi- 
ments tire now beicg made of working 
this fiber into cloth for firemen 'H ap- 
parel. Of coonw ths long fiber of biue 
aftbeatas can .itso bo employed for all 
tho nses to which whit* asbestos has 
been pnt heretofore. White a triflo more 
expensive, it* nuperior qualities made it 
well worth the difference. — Philadel- 
phia Rword

Santa Cruz. There is scarcely a church 
iu Mexico which has not a legend of 
this kind attached to it. The town is 
identified with the history of Mexico. 


Here the treaty of peace between the 


United State's and ileiico was ratified 
in 1843, aud hero Maximilian made his 
last stand in 18*37. was obliged to sur- 
render and was shot. Everybody is in- 
terested in Maximilian mainly oil ac^. 
count of poor Carlotta. Maximilian was 
executed on the Cerro de las Campauas 
and with him Generals Kiramiu and 
Media. The place is marked by three 
little crosses of stoue. The two gen- 
erals were killed at the first volley, bnt 
Maximilian, who had requested that he 
be shot through the body that his 
mother might look upon his face, was 
only wounded, and a second firing was 
required to kill him. 


The emperor had been led to believe 


that Carlotta was dead. She became in- 
sane from grief and was kept in an asy- 
lum for many years, bnt she still lives 
and still incmrns for her dead husband 
and the loss of her throne. The United 
States government protested against the 
execution of Maximilian, bet in vain, 
Juarez refusing to spare him. 


There are all kinds of relics of Maxi- 


milian in Mexico—the Yturbido thea- 
ter, where he was tried and condemned, 
the table on which the death warrant 
was signed, the wooden stools on which 
the prisoners sat during the trial and 
the coffin of Maximilian, whose remains 
were subsequently sent to Austria and 
buried at Miramar. I confess I do not 
share in any sentiment of pity for Max- 
imilian, who was an adventurer with- 
out a shadow of right in Mexico and 
took the chances of war. He was, it is 
true, a victim of Napoleon and of his 
own ambition and was very scnrvily 
treated by those who had induced him 
to set np his throne in Mexico, bnt to 
bave released him would have been to 
establish a claimant for tho Mexican 
throne. It was better that this man 
should die than that thousands should 
be sacrificed in the wars he would sure- 
ly have fomented if he had been allowed 
to live.—Philadelphia Ledger

WAGES IN CHINA. 


la Spite of Their Lownesj tbe Celeetlal* 


Wax Fat. 


How a Chinese workman manages to 


support bis family aud remain sleek and 
fat on the wages he receives is aa ever- 
lasting mystery to the European and 
American. The Chinese are a people of 
marvelous economy. They will support 
a family, furnishing food, clothes, shel- 
ter, from a small garden which they 
call a farm, bat which in America 
would not more than furnish an Amer- 
ican family with earlv vegetables. 


In cities the laboring men receive the 


merest pittance. In Canton, where la- 
borers are bottqr paiu than in other parts 
of China, skilled workmen live on theso 
wages: Shoemaker, 
$4 per montb; 


blacksmith, $5 per month; fine ivory 
carver, $12 per month; tailor, $5 pvr 
month; fine embroiderer, §4 per month; 
designer, |6 per month; silversmith, $8 
per month. 


The Chinese* are superstitious, aud 


tbe workmen support, iu addition to 
their temples aud pagodas and priests, 
which reoeivo nioro iu proportion thau 
tbe churches of Knrope aud America, 
idol makers, geomuucers, fortune tell- 
ers, physiognomists, soothsayers, astrol- 
ogers aud interpreters of dreams, who 
exist by thousiajtls naflcoin all tlio mon- 
ey they want.

He had studied French 
at West Point and picked up some 
knowledge of Spanish during the Mexi- 
can war, but he could not hold a con- 
versation in either language, and rarely 
employed a foreign word in any of his 
writings. His adjectives were few and 
well chosen. No document which ever 
oame from his hands was in the least 
degree pretentious. He never laid claim 
to aay knowledge he did not possess and 
ueerned to feel, \vjthAddison, that "ped- 
antry in learning is like hypocrisy in 
religion—a form of knowledge without 
the power of it." 


He rarely indulged in metaphor, but 


when he did employ a figure of speech 
it was always expressive and graphic, 
as when lie spoke of the commander at 
Bermuda Hundred being "in a bottle 
strongly corked" or referred to our ar- 
mies at one time as moving "like horses 
in a bnlkv team, no two ever pulling 
together."

The lands best suited to irrigation 


•re those to which the wultr inay be 
t-orrird in largf) quantities by gravity 
»ud over relatively i-hort distances, be- 
cause those conditions will usually rt- 
dncv the cost of water to the miniiuniu. 
Morco\ur, thi- lands must not be so flat 
that therv- is difficulty in leading the 
-vatt-r ov» r the .surface, nor so ttitip that 
it is difficult to prevent washing. It is 
possible to load water over fct»ep slope*, 
particularly if the lands are in grass, if 
proper care it exercised. 


The lighter types cf soil as a rule 


will be most benefited by irrigation in 
humid climates, not only because of tha 
naturally siaall water capacity and con- 
•equent deficiency of water supply for 
large yields, but because such soils at* 
less liable to be seriously injured in 
tilth by injudicious applications of wa- 
ter, and because they arc generally tin- 
able, owing to their coarser grained 
structure, to yield as large amounts of. 
plant food with the natural rainfall a* 
the finer types of soil are capable of giv- 
ing. It should be understood, however, 
that the heavier types of soil may bo ir- 
rigated with profit where water is easily 
accessible and where thorough drainage 
is readily secured, although in these 
cases, except when the lauds are in

developed for a full utilization of the 
water resources for irrigation there are 
certain lines along which labor and 
capital may be profitably invested. 
First the kitchen garden. The only way 
to make these gardens a certainty in ft 
very large part of even the humid por- 
tion of the United States is to apply ir- 
rigation to them. The market garden is 
an industry in which a large income is 
expected from a small area, and because 
of this it is one upon which larger ex- 
penditures per acre are permissible, and 
in which curtailment of yield or injury 
to quality through drought is most dis- 
astrous. It is therefore a type of plant 
husbandry eminently suited to irriga- 
tion in humid climates. 


Strawberries, raspberries and black- 


berries are all extremely sensitive to 
drought and much reduced iu yield by a 
shortage in soil moisture, while tbe 
value of tho crop per acre is so large 
that irrigation may be practiced with 
advantage where the rainfall of early 
summer or the capacity of soil to hold 
water is small. 


There is perhaps no crop raised in 


humid climates where the wator condi- 
tions need to be under such complete 
control as for cranberries. Where tte 
winters are severe the vines need to 1»3 
largely submerged in water and so held 
until the killing frosts of spring are 
passed. Then it not infrequently hap- 
pens that the vines must be flooded to

Advice to Cotton Planteni. 


Uotton ftrowers ii3^fo'W%akiup prep- 


arations for their cropping operations. 
Southern Cultivator offers them some 
advice: 


In arranging their plans we wonltl 


advise planters to consider first in im- 
portance grain, provision and forage 
crops for the sustenance of all employed 
in farming operations. 
Eliminate from 


the account of expenses to be incurred 
the heavy one of subsistence. With this 
out of the way, do not pitch your cot- 
ton crop on an increased acreage. The 
path of duty for the cotton grower is to 
reduce the cost of production, and -this 
cannot bo done by increasing the acre- 
age. Beduce the acreage and intensify 
the culture, so that one acre will do the 
work of two. Increasing the yield per 
acre means more thorough culture of 
the soil and the plan, and the selection 
of the best seed for producing not only 
the greatest yield, but the test liuV on 
an acre possible.

Subtoil Flowing. 


Snbsoil plowing, although a means of 


conserving moisture, does not produce 
it, and is therefore not a substitute for 
irrigation wheie the r:\iufall is too 
small to produce crops. Where there is 
a haxd, dry subsoil, subsoil plowing is 
to be recommended. Where the sufcoi! 
is loose, gravelly or sandy, subsoiling 
is probably unnecessary or may even be 
injurious. Do not subsoil when the toil 
is very wet, either above or beneath, M 
there is great danger uf puddling the 
soil, thus leaving it in worse condition 
than before. This is one of the reasons 
why it is better to subsoil in the fall 
than m the spring. 


If the ground be snbsoiled in the fall, 


tbe winter and spring rains have ample 
opportunity to soak iu, that being the 
season of greatest rainfall and least 
evaporation. Subsoiling in the spring 
ma" be a positive detriment if the sub- 
soil be extremely dry, as in that case 
the rainwater is partially removed from 
the young plant by the absorption of 
the bottom soil. If the spring rains 
wit> heavy, thi^v'vu||d_not|ba a dija^;

Yesterday GoodUn was about town, 


drinking, and after taking a drink In 
a south aide saloon, warned the bar 
bender to wash tbe glass carefully 
before anyone else should be per- 
mitted to use it, because It was dan- 
fcrous. About 6 o'clock last evening 
[aaae Wade, who lives In the same 
louse that tbe su'olde and his wife 
hive been occupying, saw Goodlin 
staggering along east Market street 
and stopped and talked with him. 
le states that the man did not seem 
to be under the influence of liquor 
and that he remarked that be was not 
drunk but that something else was 
the matter with him. After talking 
with Wade, Goodlin went to his 
lome, which Is also occupied by his 
brother-in-law, Fred Spornhuer, and 
wife,- his aunt, Mrs. Elizabeth Ver- 
nanda, and hi* father, Samuel Good- 
lin. Hera he frequently warned his 
relatives that he was sick and that 
something was going to happen, but 
they thought he was intoxicated and 
paid but little attention to his re- 
marks.
